Group I, claim(s) 1-9, drawn to an isolated mammalian receptor. 

Group II, claims(s) 10-15 and 22-27, drawn to an isolated nucleic acid, vectors, and cells 
comprising same. 

Group III, claims(s) 16-17 and 28-29, drawn to a transgenic animal. 

Group IV, claims(s) 18-21, drawn to an isolated polypeptide and compositions comprising same. 

Group V, claims(s) 30-24, drawn to a method of screening a substance for the ability to modulate 
the HDL holoparticle binding and/or internalization activity. 

4. The inventions listed as Groups I, II, III, IV, and V do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons:
